Or- 
dinary journalism requires only information and edu- 
cation. Yellow journalism, in this ideal sense, requires 
intelligence, originality, philosophy. The men who 
write the leaders in the London ‘‘Times’’ could not 
reach our public. A Macaulay might, on the other 
hand, be a more popular as well as a more illustrious 
editorial writer than any living man. So might even 
a Voltaire. The more information such a writer has 
the greater his power, provided he can use it in terms 
of life and not as a pedant 

The most distinguished daily organ of the educated 
few in this country is the New York ‘‘Evening Post,’ 
a paper which has nobly earned its high prestige. Tak- 
ing up this question, it treats it with a feebleness be 
neath pity. ‘‘It is precisely this brazen-faced shouting 
of the obvious,’’ it says, ‘‘which leads some men ot 
ictive social sympathies,’’ to defend the yellow jour- 
nals. An able orator or debater gives full weight to 
his opponent’s argument and delves beneath it. The 
‘“Post,’’ like an inferior declamatory lawyer, ignores 
the strong points of what it attacks and pompously 
declares that any weakness it can pick out is the main- 
stay of its opponent’s argument. One of Mr. Bris 
bane’s absurdities is his trumpeting of obvious moral- 
ity His power of hard and illuminating thinking ts 
used when he has anything to say. Had I seen a re 
cent editorial of his on the Eastern crisis in the ‘‘ Even 
ing Post,’’ I should have called it the best in that paper 
since the retirement of Mr. Godkin. Mr. Horace White 
in the ‘‘North American Review,’’ speaks of salary as 
one of the difficulties of the newspaper situation. So itis 
There is action and reaction.
